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Dwarf Hybrids 
Stand Better,

URBANA — Dwarf hybrid corn 
teated by University of Illinois corn 
breeders has shown the outstand­ 
ing ability to remain standing in 
the field while as much as 50 per 
cent of the normal hybrids have 
fallen over. 
Earl Leng, who has done much 
of the dwarf testing, told a large 
audience at the F arm and Home 
Festival here Friday that the best 
dwarf hybrids tested so far have 
averaged about IO per cent less 
j yield than normal hybrids. 
The dwarf hybrids, under study 
since 1948, range four to seven feet 
high with ears IO to 30 inches above 
the

Extensive

programs are planned for the next

Homemakers Must 
Keep Abreast of 
Changing Foods 


URBANA—Now that more and 
more hom em akers 
are working 
outside the home each year, they 
must get acquainted not only with 
the working world, but with the 
changing world of foods. 
In a talk Friday at Farm and 
Home Festival, University of Illi­ 
nois foods specialist Mrs. Pearl 
Janssen said that new food prod­ 
ucts and new preparation methods 
can whittle a hom em aker’s time 
in 
her kitchen. 
Today’s kitchen equipment comes 
to the hom em aker’s aid in sim ­ 
plifying many jobs. Use of electric 
mixer strikes out the “ fold care­ 
fully by hand’’ in early recipes and 
inserts “ combine ingredients w ith 
an electric mixer at low speed” 
instead. 
The mixer combines th e 
ingredients just as well as folding 
them by hand, but it requires less 
time and energy 
Temperature-controlled 
burners 
on gas and electric ranges are in 
some cases replacing the double 
boiler. 
Use of electric skillets and 
deep-fat fryers gives 
more uni 
form results than can be obtained 
with either practical tests or guess 
work 
Therm om eters for sugar 
cookery, for deep-fat frying and 
for meat cookery all give an ex 
actness that is difficult to get other­ 
wise. 
Mrs. Janssen said homemakers 
must be alert to recognize steps 
they can cut out of many recipes. 
They often beat eggs unnecessar­ 
ily and often overheat egg yolks 
until they are too stiff. Many tim.-s 
they can shorten preparation time 
by starting to prepare foods on 
top of the range and completing 
the cooking in the oven

It does not 
include questions about price or 
crop production.

'The Church Ordinances' 


Romani 4:3-4; I Cor. 10:14-22 
GOLDEN TEXT: 
“Wherefore, 
whosoever shall eat this bre„d 
and drink this cup of the Lord, 
unworthily, shall he guilty of the 
body and the blood of the Lord.” 
(I Cor. 11:27). 


INTRODUCTION - In 
t h i s 
lesson we study the ordinances 
Jesus left for his church to ob­ 
serve. 
These two ordinances are 
baptism and the Lord r Supper. 
These are sacred to the true be­ 
lievers 
in Jesus 
Christ. 
Each 
ordinance is fall of meaning for 
the follower of Christ. 


Last week, and the week be­ 
fore, we studied world missions, 
and 
home 
evangelism. 
Now, 
when people are won to Christ, 
the first thing they should do to 
please God is to follow our Lord 
in beautiful baptism. 
After that 
tney should participate in the ob­ 
servance of the Lord's Supper 
whenever it is offered in their 
church. 


Many disputes have arise over 
these two ordinances through the 
years. Because of these disputes, 
one is led to believe that for 
many people they have lost their 
real meaning. 
Let us consider 
these ordinances now. 


I BAPTISM (Romans 6:3-4) 


It was our privilege recently 
to be in Rome, Italy. We visited 
many 
of the large 
cathedrals. 
Some of these date back to the 
early centuries after Christ. 
We 
were shown in these cathedrals 
the large baptismal pools where 
the early Christians were bap­ 
tized. Many “candidates” could 
be led down into the water at one 
time, and there was room in the 
baptistry for several pastors to 
perform the ordinance of baptism 
at one time. 


Baptism is often said to be “an 
outward symbol of inward grace.” 
That means that baptism is not 
a means of salvation, but it la a 
testimony to all the world that 
one has already been saved. 
When one has been saved by 
the “grace of God through faith,” 
lEph. 2:8), ha should be baptis­ 
ed. This is an act of obedience. 


It is a picture of the death, bur­ 
ial 
and 
resurrection of Jesus. 
When the "candidate” is placed 
under the water, that is a picture 
of the death and burial of Jesus. 
When the candidate is brought up 
cut of the water, that is a picture 
of the resurrection of Jesus. 
It means more. 
It is a picture 
to ail the world that the “candi­ 
date” has died to sin. 
The old 
sinful person he once was is dead 
and buried, and he is now a new 
creature in Christ Jesus, raised 
to walk in a new kind of life. 
“ In newness of life.” Here 
is 
the real lesson to be found 
in 
baptism. 
It is Christ who gives 
the new life. 
Baptism is a sym­ 
bol or picture of how it takes 
place. 


II THE 
LO R D ’S 
S U P P E R 
(I Cor. 10:14 22) 


The Lord’s Supper is so called 
because our Lord instituted it in 
the Upper Room at the close of 
the Passover Feast on Thursday 
evening before He was crucified 
on Friday. 
T h e Lord’s Supper, 
also, is 
symbolical. 
It pictures the bro 
ken body and the shed blood; the 
death of Christ. “As oft as ye do 
this, ye do it in remembrance of 
me,” said Jesus. 
It is the Lord’s Supper. 
It is 
His Table. 
He is the one who 
does the inviting to the Table. Tl« 
is the one who gives the Instruc­ 
tions concerning whom shall be 
guests at the Table. 
Each person is to “examine his 
own heart.” 
No person should 
take of the Lord’s Supper unwor­ 
thily. 
This does not mean that 
one must be perfect before com­ 
ing to His table. 
It does mean 
that he should have the right at­ 
titude toward God and his bre­ 
thren. He should have a forgiv 
in* spirit, even as God has for 
K-ven him. 
If one comes in any 
other attitude 
he brings God’s 
judgment down upon himself. 


-CONCLUSION - Baptism and 
the Lord’s Supper are both beau­ 
tiful and solemn ordinances, 
lf 
rendered in the right spirit and 
ionosphere, all who witness each
